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Report Annual 
Ratepayers Meeting 


The largest number of taxpayers in 
many years attended the annual rate- 
payers meeting Monday evening in 
the new school, In all there were 21 
present, The meeting lasted three 
hours. T. H. Beach acted as chair- 
man. 

4t may have been the pleasant 
quarters in which the meeting was 
iield that caused almost everyone to 
enter the various discussions It was a 
pleasant meeting for all seemed to be 
in a happy mood. Long discussions 
took place regarding policing of the 
town hospitalization, sidewalks, fly- 
stones caused by passing cars and 
cutting weeds, Everyone agreed the 
council was doing the best it could. 

Following is the mayors’ report 
covering the activities of the council 
for the past year. 

This has been a year of some pro- 
gress for Gleichen. The water systen 
has been extended and the water tower 
is now operating again. It was ‘at 
this time last year, but not for long, 
The streets have nearly all been 
gravelled; the Community hall .as 
been sold, relieving the town of an- 
twal financia} loss. The road to he 
elevators inproved and Gleichen nas 
a new school, I should like to place 
on record our town’s appreciation uf 
the action of the Bow Valley Schogl 
Board in building this school so soon 
after thie inclusion of the town in the 
Division. None need worry if the old 
school falls down now, 

Two debenture plebscites were held 
during the year. At both of which 
the praposed policy of the Council was 
supported by the electors. This was 
a source of great satisfaction to tha 
Council. Only $14,000 of the first de- 
benture were issuéd, whicl.) was pur- 
chased by residents of Gleichen and 
the area immediately adjacent. An- 
other source of satisfaction is the 
fact that our citiens, so to speak, aro 
willing to take care of the, borrowng 
requirements of their own town. This 
debenture runs for five years at 3% 
interest; approximately $11,000 were 
used for gravelling and the balance 
$8,000 for purchase of machinery. An- 
other $1,500, approximately, was 
needed to cover tiie machinery bought 
and this amount was taken from cur- 
rent revenue. The town may still issue! 
the balance amounting to $11,000 for 
drainage, i.e., culverts and gutters. 
There is good reason to believe thit 
the provincial government would take 
up this balance in 1953 at 34%4% under 
@ new Policy of loans to municipali- 
ties. In view of this prospect and as 
the proceeds could not be used last 
fall, this balance was not offered for 
sale, 

The second debenture in the amount 
of $4,000 was taken by the provincial 
government under its self-liquidating 
loan policy. at 2% over 10 years, The 
proceeds were entirely used to pay 
for the water extension on 7th and 

. 8th Avenues, 

The sale of the Community Hall 
was also approved by plebscite; the 
price $1,500, and the only condition 
heing that the hall is not to be torn 
down unless replaced. It was found 
impossible to sel] the hall with any 
further strings attaciied, even at a 
lower price. It was decided, therefore, 
to get rid of what had become a white 
elephant. It is believed that the pur. 
chaser will commence to improve the 
tall and its equipment shortly. The 
council has been keeping in close touch 
with him in this respect. . 

As stated above the water tower 
is at last operating again. Only those, 
whilo serve on councils, know the in- 
‘evitable delays which continually crop 
up when dealing with engineers and 
contractors working on small town 
contracts. I may say that the council 
did all that it could think of in order 
to hurry the work. Two ultimatums 
were sent to our engineers and legal 
action threatened against contract- 
ors, A third party was then engaged 
to repair the leak in the riser-pipe at 
a saving of 60 percent of the former 
contractor’s estimate. Final settle. 
ment was made with the contractor in 
December on the best terms obtain- 
able by the town, short of legal action, 
which enquiry revealed to be too 
visky ‘and costly, 

The town’s financial statement is 
good as shown in the annual state- 
ment; the debenture debt is not ex- 
cessive in proportion to our assess- 
ment, Compares favorably with 
similar towns and should not require 
any increase in taxation,

Given the same test three years 
later, she produced 12,125 pounds of 
4.25 per cent, butterfat in 865 days. 

These tests compare well with 
other, younger cows, 

Wesley was never a man to ex- 
hibit his herd in the provincial fairs, 
and the first time he took Sunbeam 
to the summer fair was in 1948, 
There, despite her age, she made a 
good showing. .

‘Warn Drivers On 


Old Weapon 
Is Linked With 
Primitive Man 


GILBERT PLAINS, Man.—The 
flint head of an ancient weapon 
has started federal archaeolo- 
gists on a hunt for tracks of 
primitive man near this town 90 
miles northwest of Brandon, : 

Recently a “plainview” pro- 
“Jectile point was found in the 
collection of Joe Geisen of Gil- 
bert Plains, The find prompted 
Dr. R. 8S. MacNeish of Ottawa 
to launch a survey of the dis- 
trict and test excavations of the 
site where the point was found. 

Plainview points — leaf-shaped 
arrow or spear heads with diag- 
onal flaking on the flint — first 
were found in Texas, They have 
been associated with the bones 
of extinct, ice-age animals, 

During the last two years Dr. 
MacNeish had found plainview 
sites in the Yukon, northwestern 
Ontario and now in Manitoba. 
This chain of evidence is accept- 
ed as proof early man came to 
America from Asia by way of 
the Bering Straits, 

The men who made the plain- 
view points were of the first 
known culture in North America. 
It is believed they occupied the 
vast region from Alaska to 
Texas 8,800 to 10,000 years ago. 


Traffic Signalling 


Opening the left front door of a 
car is not a legal traffic signel for 
a left hand turn, 

J, A. Christie, chairman of the 
Sask. Highway Traffic Board, would 
like it understood that this signal 
does not comply with the Vehicles 
Act, He ‘admitted that it is better 
than no signal at all, but stated that 
the proper signals are either the left 
arm held straight out from the driy- 
er’s window, or a regulation mechan- | 
ical turn signal. 


However, Mr. Christie emphasized 
that a signal is not the only precau- 
tion, Anyone intending to turn left 
in a car should be careful to notice 
whether another car is following him 
in his traffic lane, 

Furthermore, in traffic at any in- 
tersection, a cautious driver will as- 
sume that the car ahead may turn, 
particularly if it is in the left hand 
lane. To pass another car at an 
intersection is a violation of the 
Vehicles Act. Such an offence would 
result in a colored license being 
issued.

Save the Soil Campaign—19§2 

“Save the Soil’ campaigns in 
Manitoba had a most successf 
year in 1952. i 

Starting from a humble begin- 
ning (see “Seedtime & Harvest” 
February 14, 1952) — one project 
at Pilot Mound in 1961 — the 
“Save' the Soil” campaign has really 
‘caught on’, : 

“The Manitoba Department of 
Agriculture, encourage! by the re- 
sponse ‘of farmers in the Pilot 
Mound area to this new approach 
to soil conservation, made the “Save 
the Soil” campaign a provincial 
policy early last year: The result 
was 12 campaigns with a total of 
almost 200 members in 1952. And 
all clubs indicated that their mem- 
bership would be increased in 1953, 

A New Approach, This is a new 
approach to soil conservation in 
Manitoba. .It is a “grass roots” 
approach. 2The person who can 
conserve the soil—the farmer—is 
vitally interested and welcomes as- 
sistance. Those in charge of the 
campaigns; the Soil Specialist and 
the Agricultural Representatives, 
meet the farmer on his own farm 
and discuss the problems as they 
exist there. The discussion is per- 
sonal and to the point. Recom- 
mendations are specific, not general, 
as is the case in public mectings. 
There is general agreement and in 
almost every case action is taken, 

Soil Conservation Fundamental, 
The prevention of erosion by wind 
or water and the maintenance of 
soil fertility is the basic plrpota of 
the campaigns. However, the cul- 

' tural practices required to meet this 
end affects every part of the farm 
program. As a result the discussions 
include the use of trash cover, the 
seeding down of waterways to grass, 
ihe growing of forage crops to re- 
place fibre and soil fertility, ete. 
Better farms and farming are bound 
to be the end result of the “Save 
the Soil” campaigns. 

»The Line Elevators Farm Service 
provides the major award for an- 
nual competition in each campaign 
and is proud to be associated with 
this new and promising approach 
to soil conservation.
